No More Talks 
Until Chinese 
Release Yanks 


By MICHAEL GOLDSMITH 


GENEVA {If)—IT. 
S. Ambassador 


tJ. Alexis Johnson gave notice to- 
day he would refuse to discuss 
trade or political questions with 
Red China until the Chinese im- 
plement last week's agreement on 
the release of American civilians. 


Red Chinese Ambassador Wang 


Ping Nan, at his 15th meeting with 
Johnson 
today, demanded that 


Johnson should now start discus- 
sion of a lifting of the trade em- 
bargo against Red Chin-a and the 
convening of a Chinese-American 
conference at a "higher level." 


Presumably such talks would be 


between Secretary of Stae Dulles 
and Premier-Foreign Mmiser Chou 
En-lai. 


A statement issued by the Amer- 


ican delegation said: 


"At today's meeting "Ambasa- 


dor Johnson stated it would be 
premature to discuss other mat- 
ters before carrying out the agreed 
announcement of "ast Saturday re- 
garding return of civilians. 


"Only full implementation of the 


agreed announcement can resolve 
the problems of the return of Amer- 
ican civilians. In that announce- 
ment the People's Republic of Chi- 
na said it will further adopt ap- 
propriate measures so that Ameri- 
can civilians can 'expeditously' 
exercise their right to return. 


"The faithful carrying out of that 


commitment should be the con- 
tinued task of the Geneva meet- 
ings and should provide a basis 
for proceeding to the discussion 
of other practical matters.'*

More than a million youngsters 
will toddle off to school for the 
f.rst tame this fall, swelling the 
grand total enrollment in U. S 
schools and colleges to nearly 38 
million. 
Traditionally, the small fry will 
storm 
and scuff 
against being 
packed off to learn the three R-v 
But consider the teacher! 
Once again—with the nation's 
erhool 
system 
bulging 
at 
the 
seams with over-crowded class­ 
rooms—too few teachers will be 
called upon to shoulder an ever­ 
growing work load In shaping the 
future of America. 
Pin-pointing 
the 
shortage 
of 
teachers. *he U S. Office of Edu­ 
cation reports that in the past 
school 
year 
1,126.581 
teachers, 
principals 
and 
supervisors di­ 
rected the education of 30,011.157 
pupils 
rn 
the 
country’s 
public 
schools. 
In 1949-50 there were 962.174 
teachers, 
principals 
and super­ 
visors for 25,183.436 pupils. 
In other words, five million chil­ 
dren have been added to the en­ 
rollment lists during the last five 
years. But only 160,000 teachers 
have been added to cope with the 
vast Influx. 
Red C arpet for Teachers 
So wonder, then, that the pro­ 
verbial red apple has given way 
to the red carpet lr the treatment 
of hard-to-get—and harder to keep 
—teachers. 
Along with higher aalar.es. hon­ 
eyed words are now the order of 
the day. In West Hartford, Conn., 
for example, the turnover of teach- j 
in? became so alarming thrit the 
town fathers tried a new approach. 
They extended a royal welcome, 
including a square dance 
Why are so few college-trained 
teacher* entering the teaching pro­ 
fession and why are ao many 
leaving it?

Tinappreciated** are some of the 
answers. 
Then, too. the constantly growing 
demands of industry and business 
for college-educated men and wom­

T M Stinnett. executive secretary 
of the NE A’s national commission I 
on teacher education and profes­ 
sional standards, said there have 
been proposals:

2. That if each elementary school 
teacher would take on IO more 
children, it would mean six million 
more pupils could be taught at no j 
extra cost. 
But Stinnett said th# nation’s 
youngsters

by overcrowded 
classrooms and bv a trend toward 
diminishing attention to the indi- j 
vidual pupil. 
And the children, he said, aren't 
getting the beat quality instructors ' 
"Thousands of positions are be-; 
ing filled by unqualified teachers," 
Stinnett said. "Sc hools are digging j 
deeper each year into the reserve 
of unemployed persons who are! 
willing to take classroom Jobs.’* 
j 
Youngest Bear Burden 
S’.mnett pointed out that increas-1 
ing numbers of children are now 
restricted to part-time attendance 
as * result of standing-room-only 
classrooms and the shortage of 
teachers. Many are on half-day! 
sessions, 
"Tragically, this practice is most 
widespread 
at the lower 
grade 
levels—among the smaller children 
least prepared to compensate et- 
fectively through individual, un­ 
directed effort," the NEA aa.d rn 
a recent report. 
"The number of children affected i 
by the reduction of the school day 
in this manner la approaching one 
million, with the immediate pros­ 
pect 
of 
further 
resort 
to this 
practice.’* 
Summing up, Dr Ray C. M aul.1 
assistant NEA research director,; 
declared:

the girl who had gathered in the 
den of my home to make decora­ 
tions for a student council con­ 
vention. 
But as their lingers flew rapid­ 
ly over the crepe paper and wigs 
of hair, their tongues flew' ju st as 
juickly—discussing every kind of 
teen-age problem—from dating to 
parents. 
These girls represented a cross- 
section of life in Fort Smith High 
School.

Scholarships are no longer given 
only for academic honors alone.

The time to start scouting the 
scholarship m arket is when your 
son or daughter is at Hie end of his 
junior year or the beginning of his 
senior year in high school. Long- 
range planning is a must. 
1. The first step is to hold a 
family conference, Coleman ad­ 
vises. Be realistic about college 
expenses. By look mg though vari­ 
ous college catalogues you can get 
a good idea of tuition fees, books, 
living expenses. Then decide: how- 
much will it cost How much of 
j this can the parents give? How- 
much can the student himself earn 
through 
summer 
and 
part-time 
Jobs? 
Consider Home Savings 
Parents abo should consider ex­ 
penses they will no longer have if 
I their teen-ager is living away from 
home, How much do they usually 
spend on his food, laundry and 
cleaning bills, allowance and so on. 
Can they add this to tile college 
bank account? 
2. Don’t underestimate the im­ 
portance of the high school counse­ 
lor. He generally will have a large 
list of catalogues, as well as infor­ 
m ation on available sci lo lar ships. 


He can help decide what college a 
student wants to attend. 
This requires, first of all, a real­ 
istic evaluation of the student s 
abilities: 
grades, 
extracurricular 
activates, 
special 
honors. 
What 
type of college does he want? To 
which does he have the best chance 
of being admitted? Perhaps the list 
will be narrowed down to three or 
four, or perhaps to only one. 
3 From the catalogues of these 
schools find out how much it is go­ 
ing to cost. Expenses differ among 
colleges. Don’t aim too high if the 
chances of getting a scholarship 
are slim. If more than one college 
is chosen, Coleman advises they

example, if a student applies to 
Harvard, Yale and Princeton, tile 
chances are he will be rejected or 
accepted by all three. To place all 
college hope* in one basket us too 
great a risk unless tile scholastic 
record really Is outstanding. 
4 The next step is to apply di­ 
rectly for a scholarship. There are 
many different kinds. Try to choose 
the one that best suits the stu­ 
dent. 'The parent will be required 
to fill out a detailed—and honest— 
financial statement, listing income, 
assets, expenses. A group called 
the College Scholarship Service, 
part of the College Entrance Exam­ 
ination Board, 
is a 
scholarship 
.statement center for some 50 par­ 
ticipating colleges. 
There are other good sources of 
scholarships which should not be 
overlooked: 
1. 
Foundations, large national

and 
businesses,

"Tragically, this practice LS most 


widespread at the lower grade 
levels—among the smaller children j 
least prepared to compensate ef- 
fectively through individual, un- 
directed effort," the NEA said in 
a recent report. 


"The number of children affected

CLASSROOMS IS 
GETTING WORSE

The nation’s classroom problem 
is reaching the point where teach­ 
ers no longer say “ Please be seat­ 
ed.” They ask instead “Do you all 
fit?”

NO REPORTS FOR 
FIRST 3 GRADES 
IN MILWAUKEE

MILWAUKEE 
(ASP) 
— 
Until 


they get into fourth grade, at least, 
Milwaukee public school children 
don't have to worry about bringing 
a "flunker" report card home to 
Pop. 


The reason is simple. No one 


"flunks" and no one "passes" in 
the 
ungraded 
primary schools 


which now have almost entirely 
replaced the traditional first three 
grades In the Milwaukee system. 


Under this plan, says ML&s Flor- 


ence C. Kelly, primary director, 
"failure and promotion are aban- 
doned for a philosophy of progress 
and growth." 


Here's the way It works: 
Children of similar chronological 


age and emotional and social ma- 
turity are kept together, so far 
as possible, after they leave kind- 
ergarten. They proceed in such 
groupings through six .semesters 
above the kindergarten, or until 
they go in to fourth grade. 


Period 
of Observation 


During this time the rate or 


learning and social progress of 
each child is observed and record- 
ed. If retardation appears, 'indicat- 
ing that a child may need an ex- 
tra half-year or a whole year be- 
fore he is ready for the traditional 
fourth grade, his program may 
be stretched out. Serious retarda- 
tion Is detected early and adjust- 
ments axe made. 


At an early stage, the rate of 


learning of each child Is studied 
and teacher, parent and pupil be- 
come aware of progress patterns. 


No child Is ever asked to repeat 


but is helped to adjust his learn- 
ing to his own slower growth pat- 
era. The bright child is rarely ac- 
celerated—never more than one 
semester. Even though he may 
evidence satisfactory 
growth in 


ess than six semesters, he is kept 
within his own group. No child 
is kept in the primary school after 
eight semesters. 


Reduces Number of Failures 
"It is not a method of teaching 


or a departure from established 
procedures long used by our best 
teachers," says Miss Kelly. 


"Rather, It is an administrative 


tool to encourage and promot* a 
philosophy of continued growth. It 
simply recognizes the plain fact 
that no two children grow alike. 


"The percentage of failures in 


first grade used to be terrific. Ex- 
perience and figures in our situa- 
tion have demonstrated ttiat we 
have less retardation at the end of 
six semesters and children come 
through with better social and aca- 
demic adjustment." 


Milwaukee was one of the first 


major cities to undertake an un- 
graded primary 
school project. 


Lowell P. Goodrich, late superin- 
tendent of schools, Introduced a 
pilot program 
at the Maryland 


Ave. Elementary school In 1942. 


Continuous Growth Idea 


Goodrich took the view that a 


child's learning program should be 
continuous, especially in the basic, 
important early years of schooling. 


The project was conducted at 


Maryland Ave. School for three 
years before any other school was 
encouraged to change. Its popular- 
ity and growth has been steady. 


Ninety-five of Milwaukee's 98 ele- 


mentary schools now have in- 
stalled the plan. None has dropped 
it. And in each case adoption was 
purely voluntary, usually with the 
endorsement and support of par- 
ent-teacher associations.

HARRISBURG Of)—Clear sailing 


was In slgrht today for a plan to 
renew for another two years 216 
million dollars in busines taxes. 


The Senate was expected to vote 


finally on the legislation which had 
been stalled by Republicans since 
it passed the House last Feb. 1. 


The bills would: 
1. Renew the 5 per cent cor- 


porate net Income tax for another 
two years to yield 237 millions. 


2. Re-enact for a n o t h e r two 


years the six-mill temporary as- 
pect of the 14-mill gross receipts 
tax on public utilities to yield 11 
millions. 


3. Postpone 
for 
another 
two 


years the manufacturers' exemp- 
tion from the 5-mill capital stock 
tax to bring in 25 millions 


Although Republicans and Demo- 


crats were generally behind the 
idea of continuing these levies, 
levies. Democrats aid the coming 
Nov. 
7 elections were a factor in 


the OOP's releasing- the bills after 
an eight-month del-ay. . 


School Subsidies Due-

said the GOP took the bills out of

"Public school subsidy payments

It nasn't as yet named spe- 
cific items or programs to be cut.

Democratic floor leader, asked the 
Senate Highways Committee to re- 
consider its refusal to require con- 
struction of a medial barrier on 
the full length of the Pennsylvania 
Turnpike. 


Approve School Probe 


Lives, not money, should be the 


guiding motive of the committee in 
passing on the legislation, said 
Dent.

kind in the 1955 General Asembly. 
Charges of inhuman treatment at 
Laurelton State Village in Union 
County were aired by the law- 
makers with no conclusive recom- 
mendations. 


In the House, -a proposal to 


amend the constitution to permit 
graduated income taxes was re- 
vised to authorize graduated levies 
on inheritance taxes as well.

HARRISBURG tf>—A long-tabled 


resolution calling for a joint in- 
vestigation of conditions at 
the 


Pennsylvania Training School at 
Morganza was ov«r its first legis- 
lative hurdle today. 


Tlie Senate yesterday adopted 


Uie resolution 33-4 and sent it to 
the House after almost an hour's 
discussion d u r i n g : which three 
Democratic lawmakers voiced ob- 
jections to an investigation. 


The measure was introduced last 


March and shortly after approved 
by the Senate Public Health and 
Welfare Committee. 


It, calls for appointment of an 


eight - member legislative inves- 
tigating body composed of 
two 


members of each party from the i 
House and Senate. 


Tne action was triggered by 


Sen. 
Lane (D-Washington) who re- 


iterated a plea for an investigation 
of the institution on Monday. 


Death Starts Action 


At that time Lane pointed to 


the death last Friday of James 
Odell. m 
13-year-old inmate of 


the institution who was injured 
several days before and died in a 
Pittsburgh hospital. 


Lane referred yesierd-ay to the 


reported beating of a 15-year-old 
girl at the institution. Secretary of 
Welfare Harry Shapiro said Judy 
Ward. Washington. Pa., ran away 
from Morganza because an attend- 
ant struck her with his belt." 


Floor discussion of the resolution 


recalled similar oral battle months 
ago before both houses a-greed to 
an investigation of the Laurelton 
State Village. 


"This investigation will result 


in a 'nothingness' report such as 
the one that came from the Laurel- 
ton investigation," said Sen. Sey- 
ler iD-York). 


Lane, however, a co-sponsor of 


the resolution, said the Morganza 
institution for the rehabilitation of 
children is "one with a terrible rep- 
utation." 


"Had 
we done something long 


ago in the way jnf investigating 
this institution, perhaps we might 
have saved the life of thai boy," 
Lane said. 


Blasts Conditions 


He described the living con- 


ditions for inmates at Morganza as 
''comparable to those of common 
beasts." 


"Yet," he added, "the quarters 


in which the institution heads work 
are luxurious." 


He compared the quarters fa- 


vorably with those given the gov- 
jernor of Pennsylvania in which to 


I work.

15 days after a violation under a 
bill sent to the Senate today.

the board's enforcement officer to 
identify himself to the licensee or 
person in charge when the viola- 
tion is noted and before leaving 
the premises of the violation! 


Agents now can observe viola- 


tions and leave the premises with- 
out any restrictions. 


The bill passed 183-7. 
The bill also would change the j 


liquor code to give the board only 
three months intead of a full year 
to issue a bill of particulars on I 
violations.

Old Dorm Built 


After the inauguration of Rev. Dr. Charles P. Krauth 


on Oct. 30, 1834, college officials began to look for a more 
appropriate campus on which to erect a new building. The 
land was purchased from Thaddeus Stevens and in 1838 
Pennsylvania Hall, or "Old Dorm" as it is better known, 
was ready for occupancy. During the Civil War it served 
as a hospital and headquarters. 


Following the Civil War expansion was stepped up. New 


buildings were erected; intercollegiate sports were started, 
and in 1888 women were first admitted to the college. At 
the outbreak of World War I in 1916, the Army organized 
a Reserve Officer Training Corps at the college, the first 
such unit to be organized on an independent college camps. 
In 1921 the name of the college was officially changed to 
Gettysburg College. 


The great period of building on the enlarged campus 


occurred during the last 30 years and major structures 
erected in that period include the library, Breidenbaugh 
Science Hall, the Eddie Plank Memorial gymnasium, and 
Hanson Hall. Weidensall Hall and Brua Chapel were en- 
larged and the new Christ Chapel was completed. 


Other Expansion 


Buehler Hall, a dormitory for girls, is the most recent 


addition to the campus. Including temporary dormitories 
and maintenance shops there are now 35 buildings on the 
college campus. 


The college has expanded in other ways also. A campus 


radio station, expanding arts and music departments, adult 
education courses and an enlarged curriculum in the field 
of social relations enable the college to keep step with 
modern educational trends and at the same time hold fast to 
its traditional endeavor "to train men and women as leaders 
who will preserve this civilization with its emphasis on the 
dignity of the in(mic.u.il as a being created in the image of 
God."

Bulletin and additional letters with 
the result that approximately 5,- 
000 replies have been received, 
catalogued and submitted to the 
publishers. Names of those who 
did not reply will appear with 
such information as Is available. 


Listed Ey Classes 


Th* new directory will contain

Detailed information on all living 


and deceased alumni from 1910 
to the present will be included. 


Names only of deceased alumni, 


prior to 1910, will .be published

"My Job first of all is to find 
material. I discover it in this coun­ 
try, and I make a trip to Europe 
every year to look for more there. 
M aterial Is not so easy to find as 
it used to be, and the antiquarian 
supply is not Inexhaustible Few new 
books are being added to It as time 
goes, because books for the last cen­ 
tury have been printed In such 


quantities that they’re unlikely to 
become rare. 
"After I get my material, I have ! 
to evaluate it, both financially and 
scholar-wise It takes more time to 
research than to buy or sell. 
"When I ’ve decided what I have, 
whether it’s a first edition or an 
eighth, whether it complete, I con­ 
sider where to sell it. A lot of insti­ 
tutions have special collections of 
ocal Interest, perhaps, or state in­ 
terest. Private collectors have their 
own hobbies. 
“Then there are certain books 
th a t ought obviously to go to cer­ 
tain places For Instance, a friend 
asked me whether I was Interested 
in a copy of Timothy Dwight’s 
‘Conque t of Canaan,’ printed In 
11785. I thought I probably was not. 
Then he asked whether it made a 
difference if it happened to contain 
George W ashington’s signature. I 
said it surely did. 
“So there was a fine book, and 
what should be done with it, who 
could best make use of It? Dwight 
having been Yale preaident, I de­ 
cided to ask Yale about It. I showed 
it to Yale librarian James Babb. 
He couldn't have been more in­ 
terested. The book was dedicated to 
Washington. The Yale library al­ 
ready had among 
its 
treasurers 
Dwight’s letter to Washington ask­ 
ing whether he would accept the 
dedication, and it also owned Wash­ 
ington’s reply, dated from Valley 
Forge, saying yes. 
Its Impossible to describe what 
a great satisfaction It gives a deal­ 
er to dispose of a book like that.” 
Davidson stocks about 3.000 books, 
sells about 1,000 a year.

Eleven courses have been added 
to the curriculum of Gettysburg 
College for the term opening this 
week and a1! to fit into the col­ 
lege's avowed purpose of preparing 
Its graduates for useful lives “ in 
the growing complexity of our civili­ 
sation.” 
Manj of the courses present new 
phages of particular subject m at­ 
ter or olfer more advanced, up-to- 
date or specialized training in the 
various fields. 
While these departm ental expan­ 
sions have been planned, the col­ 
lege continues to require certain 
“ general education courses'' of all 
students because “ it has become 
apparent that premature speciali­ 
zation and the departmental iso­ 
lation of student* and teachers are 
no longer ethically defensible or 
socially practicable” 
I duWtlonal Alms 
The new edition of the Gettys­ 
burg College Bulletin has this to 
say about the college's aims for 
educating its students: “ An edu­ 
cation valid for our world must 
find its basis in an integrated un­ 
derstanding of m an in his essential 
roles: as a living creature in the 
natural universe, as inheritor of a 
rich and significant past, as partici­ 
pant in human institiftions. and as 
discoverer 'and creator* of pat­ 
terns and values which give mean­ 
ing to human existence. 
“Similarly, the wise choice of a 
vocation and adequate training In 
Its special 
techniques m ust be 
based upon an Inclusive knowledge 
of the chief fields of human en­ 
deavor and some appreciation of

One of the Gettysburg College 


traditions Is the set of "freshman 
customs" which is fastened upon 
«very incoming class for the first 
few weeks of school Such items 
&s "dinks" fskull caps' and signs 
blossom in profusion as a part of 
"customs." 


The rules are described as a 


part of the process "designed to 
acquaint the freshman more fully 
•with various aspects of college | 
life." Another main purpose of 
customs is to "aid in the develop- 
ment of a strong class spirit." 


Women's customs are formulated i 


by the Women's Tribunal and ad- 
ministered by Tribunal Vice Pres- 
ident Jane Strang. The duration 
of the rules is determined "largely 
by the attitude and cooperation of 
the freshmen." The men's customs 
are supervised by the Student 
Senate. 


List Customs 


Women's customs are: 
1. The dink is to be worn at 


all times except over weekends, 
which start •at 6 p.m. Saturday 
and end at 7 a m. Monday. 


2. Signs are to be worn at all 


times except after 6 o'clock each 
evening until 7 o'clock the next 
morning, and from 6 o'clock Sat- 
urday night until 1 o'clock Monday 
morning. They are to be worn at 
mealtime. Signs are to measure 
12 inches by four inches and are 
to be worn on the back. Name 
and home town are to be printed 
on the sign in bold letters. 


3. No make-up, nail poUsh or 


jewelry (except watches, engage- 
ment rings, wedding rings, or fra- 
ternity pins) are to be worn for 
the same times as those stated 
for wearing of the sign. 


4. Fraternity pins, engagement 


or wedding rings, and watches 
must be tied with a blue ribbon 
for the same time as that stated 
for wearing of the sign. 


5. Do not walk on the grass or 


any dirt path 
Walk only on the 


pavement.

Offers More Materials And 
Better Facilities Than Ever 


A freshman entering Gettysburg 


College this fall will find In Ills col- 
lege library more reading material 
and better facilities with which to 
read it than last year's freshmen 
found. This was disclosed recently 
by the college librarian, John H. 
Knickerbocker. 


The library has added 2,300 vol- 


umes during the past year, bringing 
the toU! of "accession volumes" to 
75.000. These, added to the pam- 
phlets, documents, and periodicals, 
bring the grand total of works in the 
college library to 90,000. Included 
In this total are the 200 periodicals 
available, fifty more than a year 
ago. 


The reriodicals at the college 


library range from such popular 
magazines as "Time" and "Collier's" 
to the more specialized "American 
Journal of Arcbeclogy" and "Etude." 
A glance at the New Book shelves 
discloses such diverse works as Louis 
J. PuhlV "Spiritual Exercises of St. 
Ignatius," Dorothy L. Sayre's "Intro- 
ductory Papers on Dante,'' Harry 
Kurnitz' hit play "Reclining Figure," 
and Norman Vincent Peale's "The 
Power of Positive Thinking 
for 


Young People." 


Record Collection 


The library has also begun a col- 


lection In another field of litera- 
ture—phonograph 
records. 
The 


library has purchased both a stand- 
ard phonograph and a tape recorder 
ditttag the past year for the benefit 
of its students Two headsets per- 
mit ths playing of the machine 
without disturbing others. 


About five hundred discs make up 


the present collection, including 


symphonies, operas, ballets, chamber 
music, folk songs, li?ht classics, and 
operettas such as "The Student 
Prince" ar.d "The King and I. 
There are also a few jazz records. 


The tapes includes both music and 


speeches. Among the works taped 
are Dr. Walter C. Langsam's in- 
augural address and the dedication 
ceremonies for Christ Chapel. The 
college radio station, WWGC, often 
borrows works from and loans them 
to the library. 


Art Object* 


The library collection of art ob- 


jects is also growing apace. A suit 
of medieval Japanese Samurai armor 
is on display in a case in the 
lower hall. Gifts have been received 
of several handpainted Chinese silk 
prints measuring about five feet 
by seven inches and Francis L. 
Arensburg, Pittsburgh, 
has 
con- 


tinued his donations of Civil War, 
Napoleonic and World War I prints 
and objects. 


The library has also displayed 


exhibits during the year for the 
United Nations, the World Council 
of 
Churches 
meeting, 
Religious 


Emphasis Week, elections, various 
holidays, outstanding books, Educa- 
tion Week, National Book Week, 
conservation, natural resources, flood 
control, shells, Pan-American Day, 
careers, theater, seasonal recreation 
and travel. A current news bulletin 
board has also been maintained. 


Facilities to aid the viewing of 


materials have also been added. 
The library recently obtained a 
floor-stand 
extension magnifying 


glass, complete with fluorescent 
light, for easier viewing of fine print.

Council Objectives 


The objectives of the council are 


stated m its charter: 


1. "To promote a better under- 


standing by the managers and 
owners 
of 
American 
business, 


foundations and other orgamza- 
tions — and by members of the 
public, of the substantial contri- 
bution which higher education has 
made and is msking to the ef- 
fectiveness, the skill, the growth, 
and the success of American busi- 
nes, and to the development of 
this country; 


2. "To aid in bringing about a 


recognition by — American busi- 
ness, foundations and other organ- 
izations — and by members of 
the public, of the importance to 
American business and to the na- 
tion as a whole, of securing ade- 
quate financial «-apDort of higher 
education in this country — from 
American business concerns, foun- 
dations, labor unions and other or-

3. "To serve in an advisory and 


cooperative capacity, both to pro- 
spective contributors and to edu- 
cational institutions, in connection 
with the formulation, adoption and 
carrying out of programs" for fi- 
nancial support of educational in- 
stitutions in this country. 


New* Competition 


A recent article -n the New York 


Times said, "The giants of Ameri- 
can industry are engaged in a new 
kind of competition. It involves a 
friendly contest between corpora- 
tions to devisp imaginative new 
ways to help get private colleges 
and universities out of the red. 


"Thousands of enterprises, large 


and small, are giving money out 
of current earnings or are setting 
up foundations to combat the fi- 
nancial anemia that is as much 
a part of the college scene as 
ivied walls. 


"They stem from industry's rec- 


ognition that an increase in com- 
mumty-mindedness is a necessary 
growth in the size and power of 
corporations. Politically, industry 
leaders identify the fate of the pri- 
vate liberal arts college with the 
fate of the private enterprise sys- 
tem. They fear socialism would be 
a handmaiden of the assumption 
by government of sole responsi- 
bility for educating American youth. 


Tax Policy Shifts 


"Shifts in Federal tax policy 


have made it easier for corpora- 
tions to underwrite college deficits 
than for individual benefactors. 
The piling up of Immense person- 
al fortunes has become virtually 
extinct, outside of Texas. Colleges 
no longer can look forward to gifts 
running into many millions from 
a single donor, as they could in the 
days of John D. Rockefeller Sr., 
George Eastman. Leland Stanford 
and other nineteenth-century capi- 
talists. 


"Now 
thirty-seven states have 


laws affirming the right of corpo- 
rations to make educational gifts. 
President Eisenhower has given the 
practice his blessing as a device 
through which industry could make 
a major contribution to 'assisting 
in the propagation of our Amer- 
ican faith.' " 


The President of the McGraw- 


Hill Publishing 
Company. Inc., 


through its department of econom- 
ics in a series of editorials devoted 
to the financial problems of high- 
er education, submits the follow- 
ing propositions: 


Involuntary Aid 


1. "If business firms do not volun- 


tarily go to the financial aid of 
higher education, there is every 
prospect that they will soon be 
providing more financial support 
for higher education involuntarily, 
through taxation. 


2. "if, however, the leaders of 


business -will contemplate serious- 
ly the only available alternative to 
their extending voluntary help to 
out independent colleges and uni- 


versities, their determination to 
work out a plan will be strength- 
ened. For that alternative Involves 
a grave weakening of our system 
of higher education, together with 
an involuntary increase In the fi- 
nancial support of higher education 
by business. The Increase would 
come through higher taxes. Con- 
templation of such an alternative 
should, if necessary, toughen the 
will of business firms generally to 
do everything possible to extend 
financial help to our independent 
colleges and universities." 


In light of all this it is an easy 


recognizable fact that not only 
industry, business, and the profes- 
sions but also the citizens of the 
area have a social responsibility 
and obligation to help in the sup- 
port of the educational institutions 
in the immediate community.
